Under  this  latter  head 
and  gbverning  it  is  the  principle  of  protection  ^  serttled, 
or  |he  adjustment  of  the  tariffs  so  that  in  the  leryihgdf 
the  tax  encouragement  maybe  given  to  all  indust|ie» 
within   our   borders.    Whatever   may   have  been   the 
position  of  inirties  towards  prbt^tioh  before  its  adoption, 
tiow  that  it  has  been  adapted  and  r^eaffirmed  it  •should  be 
accepted.'
